last state democratic 
auditor of Indiana, Mr. Henderson, 
who served from 1891 to 1895, collected 
during his entire terra of service only 
a little over one-half million dollars, 
and of this amount he put $ 54,000 into 
his own pocketjjunder the fee and sal­ 
ary law passed b y the Idemocratic leg­ 
islature of 1891.

Roost Indian m assacre in 18 12 will bo 
dedicated. 
Governor Durbin, Senator 
Janies F ortune of Jeffersonville, Cap 
tain W. E. English, Attorney G eneral 
Miller, Joe Shea of Sey mour, Demo­ 
cratic candidate for attorney general, 
and other well-known R oosters will 
take part in the program. 
T here will 
ha two special trains to th e scene. 
Owing to the great local interest it is 
ex pected th at the attendance will he 
over 5.000, and th at it will he one of 
the red-letter events of southern In 
diana. 
Most of the residents of Indi­ 
ana have forgotten about the m assa 
ere, and it is ex trem ely doubtful if 
m any ever heard of it till the agita­ 
tion was started for a monum ent. The 
m assacre occurred shortly after the 
battle of Tippecanoe, and twenty -two 
defenseless women and children were 
killed and their scalps taken. 
The 
perpetrators of the outrage were nev­ 
er caught and punished, hut it was 
probably the last of the Indian depre­ 
dations in this state.
